Applicant's arguments are not pursuasive. Applicant argues that the examiner dies not recognize the goal of providing effective 
treatment while minimizing tissue damage. Although the examiner did not state this expressly, it is always a goal of a medical 
treatment device to actually provide some treatment. Yes, providing no penetration members at all would not damage the tissue, 
but the device would no longer be a treatment device. Applicant points out the the goal of Edwards is to damage cells. The 
examiner believes that this is all the more reason why Edwards provides a strong teaching that the treatment should be provided 
to the minimum area necessary to be effective, instead of providing treatment to a broad area. Causing cell necrosis is different 
than damaging tissue indiscriminately. Edwards teaches that this must be done in a very controlled manner by precisely locating 
the injectors.
